stationed at Fort Mifflin, on the Delaware 
river. From there it spread until camp 
fires have been lighted in every portion of 
the American continent. 
Pennsylvania is the stronghold of the 


ship of 24,306, the increase being 23 tribes 
and 1,737 members in the past year. Mas- 
sachusetts follows Pennsylvania in point 
of membership, having 13,500, followed by 
New Jersey with 10,300; New York, 6,800, 
Illinois, 3,908. Michigan has 17 tribes with 
a membership of 1,200, showing a slight 
reduction during the past year. The total 
membership is about 100,000, showing an 
increase for the year of fully 10 per cent.

The Late Lieut. Col. Moore, Grand Mas- 
ter R. T. of Canada—Notes. 

The Inte Lieut. Col. Macleod Moore, who 
died recently at Prescott, Out., was grand 
master of the Knights Templar of Can- 
ada. He was born in Ireland and edu- 
ented iu Scotland. 

He served a term of some twenty years in 
the Sixty-uinth regiment, and was selected 
by the war office as first class staff officer in 
Canada. When Col. Moore was but 17 
years old (in 18237) he received the three 
craft degrees in Freemasonry in one night. 
In 1831 he received the chapter degrees in 
Aberdeen, and in 1444 was installed a 
High Knight Templar and Knight of 
Malta in Boyle, county of Roscommon. 
During the colonel’s stay at Malta he ee 
tablished the firat Knight Templar en 
campment ever held in Malta. When the 
graud conclave was held in London in 1852 
Col. Moore was invested with the rank and 
title of second grand captain of the grand 
conclave. 

Soon after his arrival in Canada Col. 
Moore, putting himself in communication 
with the grand conclave of England, pro- 
cured a warrant for the establishment of 


commander. From the lishment 
of this encampment sprung the sovereign 
great priory, which now holds sway over 
the Domini of Canada. In recognition 
of services rendered to Templarism Col. 
Moore was appointed provincial grand 
commander for Canada, a position he held 
until 188, when he became, owing to cer- 
tain geographical changes, grand prior of 
the provincial grand priory of the Domin- 
ion. In 1875 a national great priory under 
convent general was formed, when Col.

FRUIT-CANNERS AND THE Me- 
KINLEY BILL. 


Among those who have reason to 

thank the Republican party are the 
fruit-canners. Democrats have at- 
tempted to show that the duty on tin 
will hurt this industry. Let us see. 
A. B. Richardson, one of the largest 
peach-canners of Delaware, says that, 
assuming the entire additional duty 
on tin to be paid by the American 
consumer, which is not the fact, 
the enhanced cost of one-pound 
cans of peaches will be less than 
6 cents adozen. Mr. Richardson calls 
attention to the fact, also, that the 
prices of canned goods vary, a fact as 
well known tous here as to him in 
Dover. In 1887 he sold peaches at 
$2.25 per dozen; in 1858, $2.60, and in 
The difference was caused by 
the varying prices of peaches and 
sugar. Mr. Richardson is unqualifiedly 
of the opinion that under the McKinley 
tariff canned fruits ought to belower 
than they have been, as the amount 
saved by the manufacturer on sugar— 
made free by the law—will in every 
case equal, and, in respect to the finer 
grades, more thau double the additional 
duty on tin. 
The increased duty on tin will cause 
a great industry to spring into exist- 
ence in the United States, while the 
abolition of duty on sugar will help 
every consumer. ‘These are facts that 
appeal to all reasonable men and can- 
not be eontroverted. 
Fruit-growers and fruit-canners ben- 
efit largely by the McKinley Bill. 


FORESTRY AND HORTICULTURE. 


ThE Times has frequentiy called at- 
tention to the importance of forestry 
in connection with the horticultural 
industry. Concerning the effect ‘of 
forest treatment or mismanagement 
upon orchards, the Chief of the For- 
estry Division of the Department of 
Agriculture thus writes to Garden and 
Forest: 


The value of a properly-disposed shelter 
belt for the orchard is well understood, It 
is also well known that by opening up the 
country to the sweep of the northern 
winds the cultivation of the olive in North- 
ern France was made impossible, and other 
such resuits of injudicious deforestation of 
local as well as general character are on 
record, I wish to show that not deforesta- 
tion, but the mere misminagement of the 
forest in the way of leaving large parts 
of felled trees in the woods and in al- 
lowing fires to run through 
the woods, works injury. not only to the 
forest itself, but to the neighboring orchard? 
ltisa well-known fact that a large propor- 
tion of the beetle larvie which intests living 


and vigerous growing tree; those larve in 

articular which are found in the cambiuim 

yer between the wood and the bark would 
be drowned in the sap of healthy 
trees. They are, therefore, mostly found 
in those trees, which, for some reason or 
other, are less vigorous or on the road to de- 
cay. When a fre has run through the pine 
forest, or when a leaf-destroying caterpillar 


| has ravaged the foilage and thus reduced 


the vigor of the trees, these beeties finda 
most favorable breeding place in the weak- 


ened trees, and their lazve multiply rapidiy 


trees cannot exist in a thoroughly healthy | 


time. For this reason itis often ne 
to cut millions of feet of lumber and — 4 


wood at once, or it will be entirely ruined.

All Europe Disturbed Over 
the Tariff Bill. 


No Apparent Effect So Far on Con- 
tinental Markets.

BERLIN, Oct. 25.—-[ Copyright 1800 by 
the New York Associated Press.] —Sev- 
eral official movements point to the 
possibility of tariff questions engaging 
the attention of the Reichstag, render- 
ing necessary a careful nursing of the 
ministerial majority. A commission 
bas been appointed to inquire into 
Austro-German commercial relations, 
with a view toareciprocal diminution of 
the tariffs, Communications have been 
sent to the leading firms in Hamburg, 
Bremen and other trade ceuters ask- 
ing them to report on the effects of the 
McKinley Bill in their lines of trade. 
They are also asked what prospects 
there are for finding new channels for 
the merchandise affected by the Mc- 
Kinley Bill. Tne Commission on For- 
eign Tariffs further has to consider the 
new Russian proiective measure. The 
Russian commission will begin work 
upon the details of the new tariff, 
which, the Novoe Vremya declares, will 
be the highest in Europe. 

Official circles continue to doubt that 
avy important alteration will be made 
in the existing treaty with Austria, aud 
are equally skeptical as to any German 
reprisals upon American trade. Re- 
ports thus tar received tend to dissi- 
pate the feeling of alarm created by 
the augumented American tariff. Lead-

A CONTRARY DECISION. 


A United States Judge Dicides 
Against Original Packages. 


Des Mornss (Ia.,) Oct. 25.—#By the 
Associated Press.] Judge Shiras of 
the United Stutes District Court today 
made an important ruling involving 
the Iowa probibitory law. The matter 


came up on a petition for habeas 


corpus, in which E. Speckler of 
Carroll county is plaintiff,having been 
adjudged guilty of contempt and fined 
$700 and costs and to be committed 
until paid, for violating the prohibitory 
law. It was argued that the only sales 
made by Speckler were in original 
packages, consequently they were in- 
ter-state commerce, and not subject to 
the laws of any Stattee. 
Judge Shiras ruled in effect for the 
regulation of the sale of liquor, 
whether in original packages or not, by 
the State, and also held that such 
cases must be settled in the State 
courts and through them in the United 
States Supreme Court.“

FRENCH TARIFF. 


The New Bill Presented to the 
Chamber of Deputies. 
Pants, Oct. 25.—{[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The new tariff bill 
was issued to the Chamber of Deputies 
today. It dwells upon the tendency 
toward protection displayed by most 
nations. It refers especially to the 
high tariffs of the United States, 
Canada and the South Amer- 
ican states. It proposes’ the 
following duties per 100 
kilos: Wheat, f5; flour, fs; corn, f3; 
cornmeal, f5; salt pork, f12. Tue dut 
on petroleum not being fiixed. Pend- 
ing the decision on the proposals of 
the Budget Commission in regard to

cattle, the bill resolves liberty of ac- 
tion, but the duty henceforth will be 
levied on weight instead of by head. 

Cocoons and thrown silk pay a duty, 
raw silk will be free. Fleeces, hides and 
jute are exempted from the payment 
ofduty. The duties on eggs, butter, 
oils, oleaginous seeds, woods, foreign 
wines and textile fabrics are increased. 
The duties on coal and chemical prod- 
ucts remain as at present, but the tariff 
on metals has been revised, the duty 
on steel being lowered. 


, » Forging Letters of Credit. 

New York, Oct. 25.—Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co. this morning confirmed the 
report from London that George John- 
son, the artist, and John Phillips, an 
art dealer, had been arrested on a 
charge of conspiracy to forge letters of 
credit upon their firm. Tuey under- 
stand that at least three arrests of ac- 
complices had been made at Liege, 
Madrid and Marseilles. The conspir- 
acy is considered gigantic and some 
startling developments are expected.
